Every atore in Butte cloeet at 6 o'clock every night arith the 
exception of aix night, before Chriatmaa. and the minimum wage for ■ 
man clerk ia tar, for a woman $ 13 . And the coet of living ia not per- 
ceptiMy higher in Butte than it ia in Hilvrankee, and it ia surely not ea 
high aa in Chicago. 


Many unioru in Butte are "hundred per cent union,"—that is, they 
contain every peraoo woetdag in that trade or craft in Butte_ 

And the Cntral Labor Fed.eration of Butte baa juat now refuaed to 
accept an invitation of the Chamber of Commerce to take breekfaat with 
President Taft—bocauac they saw in tins inviution a subtle but common 
device to make votes for Taft.

^ The Socialists have had representa- 
^res in the Wisconsin legislature 
^nce ipos. At that time four mem¬ 
bers were elected by the Social- 
Democratic party. In 1907 the party 
had gained sufficient strength to carry 
ftwo more districts, and vent six rep- 
^eaentatives. In 1909, following the 
•presidential election, the Socialists 
lost two scats and were again reduced 
to four. But in 1911, following the 
great success of the party in Mil-.vaii- 
kce, the Socialists carried u assembly 
districts and two senitorial dis¬ 
tricts. thus electing 14 representa-, 
tives. But at the very best riie Social- 
Democrats have had only 14 repre- 
gentatives out of a total of 133 mem¬ 
bers. Yet the history of Socialistic 
legislation in Wisconsin shows 4 iow 
decidedly a small group make them- 
telves felt in the line of piogrcssive 
legislation. 

SucccMfol Measure! of 1907. 

Representatives of the Socialists in 
the legislature of 1907. reported fif¬ 
teen successful measures, among them 
the following: 

Bills providing for better protec- 
^Hon of. the workers in factories and 
' {mpreved sanitary conditions; several 
sneasures to improve the conditions 
of railway employes, including a full 
, crew bill and a eight hour tclegraph- 
ers* law. which later, though carried, 
i was afterward# declared unconstitu- 
tieoal by the supreme court; measures 
reatricting child labor, providing for 
an inveatigatioif of unemployment; a 


that a family might recover for the 
death of a working man as a result 
of accident; resolutions memorialia* 
ing congress again«t the importation 
of cooley and .Mongolian labor, and 
favoring peace and arbitration instead 
of war. 

The main significance of the work 
of the Socialists, however, as is usu¬ 
ally the case, lay more in the meas¬ 
ures which were introduced and 
fought for, but which the Republicans 
and Democrats killed. And one of 
I the most interesting fea. res in the 
study of progressive legislation in 
I Wisconsin, is to note how certain 
measures introduced by the Soeialhits 
are in one session of the legislature 
ridiculed, in the next quietly defeated, 
in the third taken up and studied and 
in about the fourth seaaiun. passed 
by the Republicans and Democrats 

The Harvtat of Measurea in 1911 

This was splendidly shown by the 
rcvuits of the work of the Social- 
Demf>crats in the legislature of ton. 
Of the measures previously intro¬ 
duced by the Socialists regularly and 
faithfully at every session of the leg¬ 
islature. and as regularly ar.d faith¬ 
fully voted down by the old party 
representatives, but stea lily gaining 
in favor through each session of the 
legislature and finally passed in 1911. 
may be mentioned the following: 

(il The initiative, referendum and 
recall. 

fa) To shorten hours of labor for 
women. 

(3) Several treasures increasing the 
protection of working men in fac¬ 
tories. 

(4) Industrial compensation for 
working men. .This measure is in tl^e 
direction of accident insurance, sick 


state ownership. 

(7) Home rule for cities. The Sr»- 
ctalists were not satisfied with the 
measures that were passed, but it was 
at least a victory for the priuciplc. 
The demand for home rule could no 
longer be withstood. 

A resolntton memorializing con¬ 
gress for the calling of a national 
constitutional convention which, had 
been introduced in former legislatures 
but always defeated, was this lime 
catrie-j and forwarded to Washington. 
Wisconsin was the first state to pass 
such a resolution 

Memorials in favor of the parcels 
post, against the Sherman Anti-Trust 
law. and urging action by the United 
States govemmonr against the use of 
poisonous substances in the manufac¬ 
ture of matches, were also successful. 

In all there were about 75 measuret 
introduced by the Socialista in the 
f 9 M legislature bearing on municipal 
problems, of which 40 were passed. 

And of the 655 laws enacted during 
that session of the legislature, nearly 
IS per cent were of Socialist origin. 

Whet Remaifia to B« Won 

Of course the Socialists do not re¬ 
gard the above successes in the legis¬ 
lature as anything more than a mere 
beginning—an entering wedge. The 
big battle lies yet beyond. | 

For example, even with reference j 
to municipal government, the Social¬ 
ists have never yet been able to se-• 


I The battle for municipal ownership 
; and for rqi] home rule is* still tu be 
' won. 

And as for the introduction of real 
Soeialist measures tm the state, aside 
of the few measures looking towards 
the ‘'control” of certain public utili¬ 
ties such as various lands and water¬ 
ways, there is very little that is So¬ 
cialistic that is gotten through the 
legislature. We have yet to win the 
battle for the sute ownership, for the 
actual state ownerahip of natural re¬ 
sources of mines, rivers, lands, etc., 
and especially of warehouses, grain 
elevators and the like. 

.And finally the state is still to he 
won to the idea of the owner-ship by 
the nation of the great railway sys¬ 
tems. the telegraph, the telephone, 
express and like monopolies; and the 
securing of tm national ownership of 
mines, mmeral lands, waterways and 
natural resources and the general 
nationalization of the trib^ts. 

And yet the victories of the past, 
and especially the Steady gain in; 
every session of the legislature, aud 
the mighty sweep of the oncoming 
movement throughout the world^all 
^"se serve to awaken enthusiasm .and 
stimulate a great hope for the future. 

In every direction is evidence that 
within the next ten years .America 
will come to be the leading nation in 
the Socialist achievements of the 
modern world.

® PPOSrTION. to any cause baaed 
on intelligence mey or may not 
be juati^able. If one really 
knows that the proposition is or will 
be harmful to truth and justice, if 
persisted in, then to combat it is not 
only right but praiseworthy. 

On tbe other hand, if one rdUly 
knows that the design is for the best 
interest of mankind, and opposes it 
throngh a pnrely ael&sh motive, then, 
while snch action is neither rigl,l nor 
landable. it may be nnprcjadicad and 
supported by thought snd consider¬ 
able knowledge of tbe thing oppoaed; 
and white such opposition may stamp 
tbe contender as one who cares noth¬ 
ing for humanity as a whole; one to 
whom tbe suffering of bia fellows 
makes little or no appeal; arguing and 
debating for tba “rights" of the indi- 
vidusl against the socisi welfare of 
all; in other words: opposing truth, 
justice altruism, co-operation and 
brotherhood, for the eelfish ivay of 
tooth and^ claw, we are often com¬ 
pelled 40 respect his contention bc- 
eanse it is baised on what he consid¬ 
ers right, from hit point of view, es¬ 
pecially if he backs np his argument 
with a strength that indicates he has 
given a great deal of thought and 
atndy to the subject. So, if he be 
contending against public welfsre, 
while we msy say that he it thor- 
cugMy heartiest and aelf-eeeking, we 
cennot charge him with ignorance 
and prejudice. 

The worst kind of ignorance and 
bigotry is used on prrindice. ’That 
state of mind is defined in the Dic¬ 
tionary; 

"l. To preposaea with nnexamined 
opinions, or opinions formed without 
due knowledge of the facts and cir- 
enmatancea attending tbe qneation; to 
biai the judgment of by hasty and in¬ 
correct notions and give it an unrea¬ 
sonable bent to one side or other of 
a cause." 

"a. To obatruct or injure by preju¬ 
dices or an undue previous bias of 
mind; to hurt; to damage; diminiih; 
to impair, as the advocate who at¬ 
tempts to prove too much may preju¬ 
dice bit canac." etc., etc. 

So we tee that to be prejudiced'it 
to prejudice; to form en opinion 
without understanding; to have a con¬ 
ception of the subject based on hear¬ 
say evidence or no evidence at all. 

Now what thinking person wiihes 
ta b< in that condition of mind on 
•py anbjcct? 

Nothing gives offence more quickly 
than the words; "You do not know 
what you are talking about; you are 
expressing foolish opinions; and mak¬ 
ing nstertions based on ignorance." 
And yet there are thousands of per¬ 
sons that persist in speaking vritheut 
knowledge. Approving the wrong 
and condemning the right without in¬ 
vestigation or even a acriona fought. 
Hating those that they thonid valne. 
respect and love, while admiring the 
nnactupoloua pretenders wfacae only 
objaet it to lead the people astray 
that th^, the deceitful may profit 
thereby. MaUng of the bread win¬ 
ners mere pawns on the world’s 
cheat board of oppression and >v- 
arict; playing them to lose to one 
gamester or the r^her. 

Those that aBow themselvei to be 
ac led intuit not only their own man 
and womanhood, but their Maker, by 
permitting the brains, with which 
they were endowed, to lie dormant.

This 
tf found to be very useful -in cases of 
summer diarrhoea. 

When the baby reaches the asc of 
ten or eleven months,'the food should 
consist originally of .'tbout five and 
one-half odnees of the four per cent 
milk and two and one half ounces of 
barley water If the baby digests this 
without much difficulty, the propor¬ 
tion of milk is gradiully increased, 
until finally olatn milk is given to 
drink and the baby may be fed the 
cereal with a sooon. 

When j he baby is old enough to 
take a starchy food, the milk su^ar 
that has been used in tbc preparation 
of the modified milk may be omitted 
and a little granulated sugar used in 
its stead. 

The mother should remember, that 
oatmeal gruel acts as a laxative, and 
should be used in preference to bar¬ 
ley water or arrowroot gruel if the 
baby is inclined to constipation, 

Drugs and Sootfiing Synipa. 

Babies are more sensitive to the 
action of drugs than are grown peo¬ 
ple. so very small doses of m^'^t 
medicines should be given, if at all. 

There is no doubt that babies are 
• <Tften given medicine when they 
j would be better off without it. 

Svime mothers dope-the baby when 
it would be better off without medt- 
cine It should be a rule with every 
j mother never to give the baby medi- 
I cine when the trouble can be relieved 
! without it. ^ 

' Almost' the only exception to the 
rtile of very small dosed for babies 
i IS when giving castor oil. The com- 
' mnn dose of castor oif for the baby is 
j one teaspoonful, and this is one- 
fourth the ordinary dose for an adult, 
j The reason castor oil is given in a 
i 'arge dose ss that its action is large 
I mechanical, sweeping out the con- 
. tents of the storoAch and bowel. To 
do this sweeping.thoroughly a fairly 
large dose most given. 

The mother should remember that 
castor oil is not a good drug to give 
ro the baby for chronic constipation.
